gutside. A sub-machine gun in the 
guard room covered the entrance to 
the prison yard. 

Two companies of regular army 
troops and 1500 Ohio National 
Guardsmen were statianed at strat- 
egic places about the penitentiary. 
Every guard on both day and night 
shifts was on duty. 

Still the thousands of milling 
prisoners in the yard refused to 
be quieted. When they were or- 
dered to assemble in the dining 
room many refused. Later they 
were ordered into the remaining 
cell blocks and dormitories but 
they insisted on staying in the 
yard. Except for minor disturb- 
ances there was no troubles how- 
ever. 

About five hours after the fire 
was brought under control the 
ranks of scantily clad convicts be- 
gan to thin out and at midnight 
only a few of them were left in the 
yard. 

Beacon lights and arc lamps, 
placed on the main wall for pro- 
tection, played down on the scene. 
Slowly the work of removing bodies 
to*the Fairgrounds proceeded. 
Broke Out in Several Places Simul- 

taneously. P 

Scenes of confusion and terror 
accompanied the outburst of the 
flames. They started in the north- 
west corner of a new building of 
cell blocks, part of which still was 
under construction. It was in this 
new part that the fire originated, 
not more than half an hour after 
a gang of prisoners working on the 
job returned to their cells, 

Apparently the flames broke out 
in several places simultaneously, 
officials said, pointing to incendiar- 
ism. 

ldston G. Schooley, Cleveland 
Councilman who is serving a term 
for participation in a Cleveland 
playground fraud, was at work in 
the Deputy Warden's office, on the 
opposite side of the prisoOn yard. 
He, saw smoke rising from the cell 
blocks. 

About the same time Charley 
Sholkey, a prisoner from Toledo, 
and one of those quartered in the 
damaged building, sounded an 
alarm on Range 2 of Section H. 
Shelkey, a practical] joker, was not 
taken seriously by his fellow con- 
victs until they saw the red re- 
flection in the windows of a manu- 
facturing plant near the penitenti- 
ary. df 
Trusty Issues Orders. 

Then a great scream emenated 
from Sections G and H. In each 
there were six ranges of 17 cells, 
housing four prisoners to the cell. 
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Ohio prison, 


escaped death emerged in pairs 
carrying a comrade by the arms 
and feet. They. hurried across a 
small clearing covered with new 
lumber and dropped the victims 
into the grass. 

Ther they ~knelt beside the 
choked men, turned them on their 
stomachs and applied methods of 
resuscitation. For a while this 
revived the victims, but soon they 
came so fast that the band of con- 
victs found themselves stumbling 
over each other, dropping the men 
they had carried out and hurrying 
back for others. 

Groans and feeble cries from the 
victims, and words of encourage- 
ment and shrieks of terror from 
the men who were working over 
them rose from the ground. Blan- 
kets were spread profusely over the 
grass. 

‘‘Make room for this man. He's 
alive. Gangway,” came the cry 
from a little group hurrying along 
the walks toward the hospital. The 
lanes of prisoners separated. They 
made room for the man who had 
a chance to live. 

Outbreak in the Yard. 

Out of the guard-room door 
poured doctors, internes, nurses, 
priests and ministers. Dying men 


cried for the last rites of the 
church. Medical men, some with- 
out hats or coats and others in unil- 
forms of white, tramped over the 
ground, which became soggy un- 
der the trampling of many feet. 

Two hours after the fire started 
daylight had faded away and 
weary, troubled men worked on 
under the rays of tHe arc lights 
that gave the prison yard a dismal 
appearance. 

It was about this time that mut- 
tering prisoners, chilled to the 


The flames and the smoke were 
eating toward them rapidly. 
William C. Baldwin and Tom 


Little, guard captains, dashed to) 
the flaming building with keys to | 
the cells. 

At the same time other guards, 
ran to the deputies’ office where 
Schooley, in the absence of officers, 
began handing out orders and is- 
sued all the keys he had. 

Guards Baldwin and Little | 
rushed into the smoke filled build- 
ings, took the keys to the ranges 
and from the day guards and start- 
ed unlocking cells as quickly as 
they could. Meanwhile fire com- 
panies, answering four alarms, 
spread every foot of hose available. 

As the guards released convicts 
from one range they climbed to 
the next. Men were choking and 
gasping for breath. As they were 
released many joined in the. rescue 
work. 

After he had unlocked the last 
cell on the fourth range, Little col- 
lapsed. Four inmates carried him 
out. Baldwin struggled on to the 
fifth tier, then, he too, collapsed 
and was carried to safety. 

Couldn't Reach Top Range. 

On the fourth and fifth ranges 
death took its toll rapidly. The 
lungs of the trapped men were 
filled with smoke. Ghastly sights 
greeted the rescuers. Suffocated 
men lay on the floor clutching 
with pale, white fingers at the bars 
that held them in. Others were 
stretched across and under their 
bunks. Some had tried to bury 
their heads in the lavatories’ in 
the cells, and astill others had 
grabbed their ‘blankets or torn 
their shirts from their backs to 
drench them with water and place 
them over their heads. 

Streams of water swished 
th gh the mesh and the iron 
bars and formed rivulets in which 


- = 


the faces of fallen men were 
buried. 
Hundreds had been led from 


the structure and above the heads 
of the rescuers in the sixth and 
last range were more than a hun- 
dred others who could not possibly 
be saved. Bed mattresses and the 
cots were masses of flames. 

Locks on the celle were battered 
away with sledge hammers, the 
mesh walls of the ranges were cut 
away with clippers. Hose lines, 
winding. a path up the flights of 
stairs, got in the road of struggling 


men. | : 
Outside the smoke-filled building

At first, the prisoners who had: 


bone in the night air because,they 
would not obey orders to go in- 
side, started the disturbances that 
caused so much alarm. 


The effects of warm coffee 
served during the rescue operd- 
tions and consumed freely by hun- 
dreds who were idling about as 
well as those who were working 
had worn off when dark fell. But 
it was mostly the idle prisoners who 
were Meclined to cause _ trouble. 
They assembled in small groups in 
different parts of the prison yard. 
The guards could do nothing with 
them. Stones flew through the 
air occasionally and once a band 
of men rushed a gasoline supply 
truck that had been brought into 
the yard and tried to set it afire. 
Several prisoners intervened, were 
pelted with tincups and dashed 
away, but the inclination to burn 
the gasoline truck was broken up. 

loodlights Installed. 

Beyond the gates, in the office 
of Warden Thomas, in the War- 
den's residence, in the record room 
and in the secretary's office, State 
and county officials, armed guards- 
men and troopers were prepared 
for whatever might happen, 

Electricians, aided by trusties, 
climbed to the guard tower atop 
the front wall and installed flood- 
lights that illufiinated nearly ey- 
ery corner of the yard. 

Occasionally among the milling 
prisoners could be seen the striped 
cap of a member of First “kK” 
company, the band of convicts or- 
dinarily kept unde. close lock and 
key because of their tendency to 
start trouble on the least provoca- 
tion. 

But the men apparently -con- 
vinced themselves that there was 
little to be gained by adding to 
the appalling situation created by 


the fire. The groups thinned out 
to mere handsful, They took to 
their bunks. 


Each prisoner who escaped the 
fate of those in Companies G and 
H was as anxious to spread the 
word that he was safe as his rel- 
atives were hopeful of receiving it. 
Prison officials finally called on 
radio stations to broadcast the 
news that ajl prisoners who were 
safe would send word to their 
families today. 

While the disaster was at its 
worst pandemonium reigned with- 
out as well as within the prison 
walls. 

Black smoke, rolling in clouds 
from the roof of the damaged cel! 
blocks, was the first tignal to the 


outside world of the impending 
catastrophe. Spectators gathered 
rapidly and-within a few minutes 
forced a serious handicap on the 
officials trying to maintain order. 

The crowds surged up to the 
lawn fronting the prison and po- 
licemen battled futilely against 
them. Automobile traffic jammed 
the surrounding streets. A com- 
pany of troops finally was called 
into action to clear West Spring 
street on which the penitentiary 
faces and other abutting thorough- 
fares. The troops charged up the 
street with fixed bayonets. 

Guards stationed o:: the outside 
dropped their rifles and picked up 
sub-machine guns to drive back 
the throngs. This maneuvering 
brought prompt success. 

Ohio penitentiary is 40 years old. 
New buildings have been added 
from time to time but the general 
property’ is much the same as in 
the beginning. 

It was built to accommodate 
1600 prisoners. The population 
yesterday was 4300. Overcrowded 
conditions for years have proved 
the greatest source of trouble at 
the penitentiary. The building in 
which the fire victims met death 
was comparatively new. 

The roof was covered with an 
oil substance that made fuel for 
the flames. The fire started in 
the roof and ate a steady path 


until the entire covering was con- 
sumed. The building was con- 
structed of concrete, brick, steel 
and wood:

Warden Known as Expert. 


The prison covers about five 
acres, within a stone’s throw of 
downtown Columbus. Within the 
prison walls are a score of build- 
ings, including eight cell blocks, 
hospital, mills, chapel, dining halls 
and other structures. 

Thomas has been warden of 
the prison for about 15 years. 
He is noted as an expert on 
prisons. Under his rule there 
have been no major riots, but 
there have been many deliveries 
and escapes, including one when 
13 convicts of Company K,, the 
“bad gang,” got loose. 

Overcrowding of the prison was 
chargedein the 1929 handbook of 
the National Society of Penal In- 
formation. 

“The ancient plaht at the State 
penitentiary in Columbus, one of 
the largest prisons in the country, 
suffers from a condition of over- 
crowding worse than that in any 
other prison,” the report said. 
“The need of another institution 
in the Ohio penal system has been 
apparent for many years, but the 
State is only now taking steps to 
alleviate the conditions ‘at Colum- 
bus. Not only can Columbus not 
care for an increased population, 
but it is already teo large a prison 
to be operated om any other lines 
than those of blanket treatment. 
Even with the completion of the

present building program it will 
be able to care for its present pop- 
ulation only under conditions that 
fall far below accepted modern 
standards for housing prisoners.” 


Incidents in Ohio Prison Fire; 
Death Row Men Unscathed., 
By the Associated Press. 
COLUMBUS, O., April 22. 
LL the prisoners awaiting ex- 
A ccution in death row escaped 
Penitentiary. When the blaze men- 
aced their cells, they were trans- 
ferred to the solitary confinement 
section. 


More than 20 murderers, serving 
life terms, met death. Convicted 
robbers and burglars led the list 
of those killed. 


Ong of the trusties, Tacks Lati- 
mer, former major league baseball 
player, serving a life sentence for 
murder, was given a shotgun as 
soon as the alarm became general 
and many prisoners were released 
from their cells. Latimer, who has 
been guard at the outer door for 
several years, stood watch through 
the night. 


Telegrams clicked over the wires 
to all parts of the United States 
today as prisoners who escaped the 
tragedy communicated with their 
families. 

“I’m safe,”’ 
message. 


was the gist of every 


Long known as a friend of the 
prisoners, Mrs. Preston E. Thomas, 
wife of the warden, lived up to her 
name. When news of the disaster 
reached her, she collapsed and was 
placed under the care of a physi- 
clan, but after a period of rest, she 
was ready to, help the others. She 
took her place in the warden’s of- 
fice early today, making calls and 
arranging for the care of injured 
prisoners. 


UNDREDS of prisoners died in 


the fire, but a pet kitten, whose 
antics had amused many of the 
victims, lived. 

It was due to the eyesight of 
Howard Crandall, a trusty from 
Cuyahoga County—and the size of 
his pockets. Rushing in to aid 
the stricken man, he ‘saw the kit- 
ten, apparently suffocated, on the 
floor. ’ 


“Big Jim’ Morton, notorious 
Clevelind bank robber, liberated 
several men from K block béeBere 
smoke overcame him. Unconscious 
for a time, he was finally revived. 


OMPANY K in Ohio Peniten- 


tiary includes all the bad men, 
mostiy long-termers—men who re- 
fuse to be disciplmed. Half a 
gozen of these got loose during the 
excitement and, until they were 
cornered, fires broke out in the cot- 
ton mills and fire ‘hoses were cut.

think there’was much fire but the 
smoke became stronger and con- 
victs began to scream profanely to 
open’ the door: He said he told

when you say so.” 

‘Would Have Saved All.” 

Watkinson, when asked by Gris- 
wold if he thought the lives of any 
of the men would have been saved 
it he had opened the doors when 
the two other guards first ap- 
peared, said: “In my judgment 
every nan would have been sav 
if Capt.» Hall had allowed me to 
open the door when Little and 
Baldwin first arrived. Finally I 
considered the men’s lives and I 
disregarded orders and did open 
the doors.” 

Other developments at the in- 
quiry were: : ; 

After the fire was discovered the 
Warden took command of the sit- 
uation outside the prison, sending 
his chief deputy inside. — 

At the first sign of fire, the 
Warden instructed guards to free 
the prisoners from their cells. 

Watkinson was suspended after 
the Warden learned of the key in- 
cident and was told that prisoners 
were muttering against him, 

The cause of the first blaze was 
undetermined. he other fires 
jJater were thought to have been 
set by unruly prisoners. 

Statement by Warden. 

The inquiry opened with a brief 
statement from the Governor, who 
said he desired an open investiga- 
tion to produce all the facts to 
which the public is entitled, 

Warden Thomas’ statement to 
Griswold last night was read. He 
-gaid the G and I tiers housed 800 
men in six tiers. He said that at 
approximately 6:35 p. m., the first 
alarm was sounded. He explained 
that keys to the cells in the blaz- 
ing tiers were kept in the rhain 
guard room to prevent prisonefs 
taking them from guards. When 
he reached the prison yard, he 
continued, he ordered night guards, 
just coming on duty, to get the 
keys and liberate the endangered 
men. About 12 minutes later, he 
said, a detail of@Ohio National 
Guardsmen were on the scene. The 
Warden declared he had no def- 
inite idea as to the cause. of the 
blaze. : 

The transcript of Thomas’ state- 
ment detailed close questioning by 
Prosecutor Chester on procedure 
followed by guards with Companies 
Gand H. Thomas said that these | 
reports of procedure are turned 
into the deputies’ office nightly sd 
there would be no danger of the 
prisoners getting them. ' 

Couldn’t Stand Smoke. 

Other questions in the transcript 
dealt with the Warden’s reason 
for turning things over to Chief 
Deputy J. C. Woodward on the in- 
side while he arranged for troops 
and other things outside. Thomas 
said he was suffering from asthma 
and could not stand the smoke. 

The transcript also disclosed 
that Chester thought his questions 
were not being properly answered 
and that he told Thomas he would 
have to answer satisfactérily or he 
would make him do. so in court. 
When reading of the transcript 
was finished the Warden went be- 
fore the Governor's inquiry board. 

Under questioning by Assistant 
Attorney-General Gadown, Thomas 
went over practically the same 
ground covered by Chester. He 
said Guards Little and Baldwin 
were preparing to go on duty on 
the blocks when the fire started. 
Guard Watkinson had the keys 
to the cages leading to the ranges, 
he said. Asked who locked in the 
men, he replied the 12 day guards 
before they went off duty. He ex- 
plained they turned their keys in 
at the guard room. 

Refused to Open Door. 

Little and Baldwin told him, the, 
warden said, that they ‘took the 
G and H tier cell keyg and went 
on a run toward the fire. They 
asked Watkinson to open the cor- 
ridor door, but he refused, they 
said, saying he had no order to do 
so. They said they took the key 
from him, opened gthe corridors, 
and then started to open the cells. 

Asked if guards hdd any special |’ 
instructions about fires, the warden 
replied no particular instructio 
were. issued, but that the guards 
were expected to act to meet any 
situation.

“The report from the persons 
who seem to be familiar with the 
facts is that their stock was sold 
on a guaranty that it would be 
taken up atany time.

erview orchards at McBaine, one of 
the largest apple producing farms | 
in the State. He has spent the last 
few years in Florida for his health. 

Funeral services will be held in 
Columbia. Dr. Jones’ body will ar- 
rive here Friday but définite ar- 
rangements have not’ been made. 

Besides his widow, Dr. Jones’ 
leaves a son, Maj. Lloyd E. Jones, 
U. 8S. Army, Washington, and two 
daughters, Mrs. A. F. Kuhlman, 
Chicago, and Mrs. Patterson Baine, 
Columbia. 

Dr. Jones’ With Missouri U. for 41 
Years, 

Dr. Jones was connected with 
the University of Missouri 41 
years. He was chief executive of 
the University Afloat, a world edu- 


the title of president emeritus of 
the University of Missouri. 

Dr. Jones was professor of Latin, 
first dean of the Missouri College | 
of Arts and Science and president 
and vice president of ah univer- 
sity. 

Dr. Jones’ connection with the 
State university. started shortly 
after his graduation from West- 
minster College, Fulton, in 1879. 
As an assistant professor of Latin, 
he obtained leave of absence in his 
first year in Columbia to continue 
study in John Hopkins University. 
He was promoted to an associate 
professorship in 1887 and four 
years later became a professor. 

In 1896 he took up _ studies 
abroad in the University of Leipsic 
and at Rome. He returned to be. 
come dean of the College of Arts 
and Science. He spent 1903 in the 
University of Munich, then became 
acting president of the University 
of Missouri, serving until 1906., In 
1918, the board of curators ap-/| 
pointed him the first vice president 
of the university. 

Born on a farm near Sharpsburg, 
Ky., Dr. Jones was educated in 
Frankfort schools and entered 
Westminster College in 1874, 

In 1886 he married Miss Clara 
Field of Columbia. They had three 
children, Lloyd Edmonstone, Kath- 
erine and Marjorie Comingo. Jones 
was a member of Beta Theta Pi, 
the Masonic order, American Philo- 


a Presbyterian. 

Dr. Jones was author of several 
books, one of which, “‘Does College 
Education. Pay?” was published fm 
1898. He recetved the honorary 
degree of LL.D from Washington 
University and the University of 
Missouri.

WASHINGTON, April 22.—Sen- 
ator Watson, Republican leader, 
predicted today after a conference 
with President Hoover that the 
nomination of John J. Parker to 
the Supreme, Court would be con- 
firmed “‘if he goes up against the 
‘guns.”’ 

Watson said that so far as he 
knew. there was no question that 
Parker would face the issue, in the 
contest being made against his con- 
firmation. 

Senate leaders, meeting infor- 
mally, considered having the nom- 
ination taken up in the Senate on 
Thursday. Senator Borah (Rep.), 
Idaho, who will present the ma- 
jority report of the Judiciary Com- 
mittee in opposition to Parker, 
said«he favored such action. 

Judge Parker has told friends 
here that he has mo intention of 
withdrawing as a nominee for the 
Supreme Court because of the op- 
‘position of labor and Negro organi- 
zations or because of the Sepate 
Judiciary Committee’s action yes- 
terday in opposing his confirma- 
tion. 

May Ask to Appear. 

He is now considering the advis- 
ability of requesting that the. com- 
mittee give him an opportunity to 
appear before it and answer the 
objectiong that have been raised 
against 

Some members of the committee 
have said that if Judge Parker 
wants to be heard they will hear 
him, but this must be settled by a 
vote of the committee. Yesterday, 
a motion that Judge Parker be 
asked to appear was defeated at 
the same time that the committee 
voted to disapprove his nomina- 
tion. 

Objection to the confirmation of 
Parker was raftsed by the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor and the 
Association for the Advancement 
of Colored People. 

The former"argued that Parker 
was biased in favor of property 
rights as opposed to human rights 
and based this contention on a de- 
cision of the nominee as a member 
of the United States Circuit Court 
of Appeals, which upheld the so- 
ealled “yellow dog contract” under 
which employes bind themselves 
not to join labor unions. The de- 
cision restrained the United Miné 
Workers from soliciting emploves 
of a large West Virginia coal min- 
ing cempany.

Curran Protests. 

As Robinson continued to read 
from correspondence of the asso- 
ciation, Curran charged thatthe 
spirit of the Fourth Amendment 
to the Constitution had ben vio- 
lated by the committee in obta‘n- 
ing the records.

ONDON, April 22.—The naval 
L. treaty signed here today con- 
tains 26 articles and @ pre- 
amble 

The First Article deals with the 
undertaking of the contracting 
parties not to exercise the rights 
they acquired by the Washington 
treaty of 1922 in the matter of 
capital ship replacement and ton- 
nage, this article in effect pro- 
mulgating the so-called capital 
ship holiday for the life of the 
treaty. 

Relinquishment ofthese rights 
is without prejudice to the right 
of replacing any ships which may 
be lost accidentally, or is without 
prejudice to the right of France 
and Italy to build replacement ton- 
nage, as yet unbuilt, which the

build in 1927 and 1929. 

In the Second Article 
‘treaty the United States agrees to 
rid itself of the battleships Florida, 
Utah and either the Arkansas or 
the Wyoming, while Great Britain 
abandons the Benbow, the Iron 
Duke, the Marlborough, the Em- 
peror of India, and the Tiger, and 
Japan scraps the Hiyel. 

The manner of scrapping these 
vessels, unless they are used as 
targets, is prescribed in the treaty, 
which also provides the time limits 
for scrapping. 

The United States may keep the 
Arkansas ,,6r the Wyoming - for 
training purposes, for which Great 
Britain may also retain the Iron 
Duke and Japan the Hiyei, subject 
to conditions defined in the treaty. 


Aircraft Carrier Designation. 


The Third Article gives a new 
definition of aicraft carriers, re- 
placing that of the Washington 
treaty and conferring the designa- 
tion of aircraft carried on any sur- 
face vessel ef whatever displace- 
ment which is used exclusively for 
carrying aircraft and constructed 
so that aircraft can be launched 
from it and landed thereon. 

No capital ship existing April 1 
of this year may be fitted with a 
landing deck. 

The Fourth Article prohibits ac- 
quirement or construction of any 
aircraft carrier of 10,000 tons or 
less mounting guns above 6.1-inch 
ealiber. Armament on carriers is 
limited to articles 9 and 10 of the 
Washington treaty. or by the fifth 
article of the present treaty. 

The Sixth Article determines the 
standard of displacement of sur- 
face vessels to be in accordance 
with the’ provisions of the Wash- 
ington treaty, and prescribes in de- 
tail the standard of displacement 
for submarines. — 

In Article 7 the signatories agree 

not to acquire or construct any 
submarine exceeding 2000 tons dis- 
placement or with a gun. above 
5.1-inch caliber, subject to certain 
prescribed eonditions, although 
they may retain such as they pos- 
sess April 1, 1930. 
Article 8 lays down that certain 
specified vessels are exempt from 
limitation, these being surface ves- 
sels of between 500 and 2000 tons.

exempted under Article 8. 

Article 15 contains a definition 
of cruisers and destroyers. 

Cruisers are defiped as “surface

In the event the United States 
constructs one ©r more such ecruls- 
ers, the sixteenth. unit will not 
be laid down before 1933 and won't 
be completed before 1936; the sev- 
entgenth will not be laid down be- 
fore 1934 and will not be complet- 
ed before 1937, while the eight- 
eenth will not be laid down before 
1935 and will not be completed 
before 1938. 

Article 19 prescribes certain re- 
atrictions,to laying down tonnage 
in the different categories, while 
Article 20 deals with disposal and 
replacement of certain British and 
Japanese vegsels, and grants Japan 
the right to anticipate replacement 
by laying down 19,200 tons of sub- 
marines of which not more than 
12,000 tons are to be completed 
before Dec. 31, 1936. 


The Safeguarding Clause. 


Article 21 contains the safe- 
guarding clause, which, while it 
does not mention « specifically 
France and Italy, was inserted tg 
protect Great Britain Against a 
continental building program in- 
volving those two Powers. 

The clause states: 

“Tf, during the term of _ the 
present treaty the requirements of 
national security of any high con- 
tracting party, in respect to vessels 
of war limited by Part Three of 
this treaty are. in the opinion of 
that party materially affectéd by 
new construction of any Power 
other than those who have joined 
in Part Three of this treaty, that 
party will notify the other parties 
to Part Three as to the increase 
required to be made ifn its own 
tonnages within one or more of the 
categories of such vessels, specify- 
ing rticularly the proposed  in- 
cre and reasons therefor, and 
shall be entitled to make such an 
increase. 

“Thereupon the other parties to 
Part Three shall be entitled to 
make a proportionate increase and 
the said other parties shall prompt-

‘the Federal penitentiary at Leavenworth, in which 
one prisoner was killed; another riot in Rhode 

Island, in which two prisoners were killed, 
and a strike at the Missouri prison which resolved 
‘the penitentiary at Jefferson City into am armed 


criminals are human beings and would rather die 
than submit to the incredible torture of overcrowding. 
In Ohio, the horrors of an incendiary fire made of the 
outbreak the worst prison mutiny in American his- 
tory. 

P, E. Thomas, Warden of the prison at Columbus, 
was one of those who answered a, questionnaire re 
cently sent out by the New York Sun. The Sun was 
interested in why the Columbus prison, like our own 
in Missouri, and liké so many penal institutions in 
the United States, is so terribly overcrowded. War- 
den Thomas’ answer was laconic. He said simply: 
“The reason for increased population, more coming 
in than going out.” And what sort of place is it in 


The ancient plant gt the State penitentiary at 
Columbus, one of the largest prisons in the coun- 
try, suffers from a tondition of overcrowding 
worse than that of any other large prison. The 
need of another institution in the Ohio penal sys- 
tem has been apparent for many years, but the 
State is only now taking steps to alleviate the 
condition. The situation should not be ‘tolerat- 
ed. Ohio, like many other states, has allowed its 
prison population to get far ahead of its build- 
ing program, and the state of affairs-becomes in- 
creasingly critical. 


To study the picture of that hell-on-earth which the 
Handbook describes is to understand what happened 
at Columbus last night. It is to understand how the 
prisoners could at last set fire to the prison fh several 
places, nothwithstanding many of them were to die 
by smoke and flame in their cells. They preferred 
death in fact to the living death in this house of hor- 
rors. The hope of escape in the excitement and con- 
fusion of fire was perhaps slight; but for even that 
slight hope the prisoners risked death rather than 
live under conditions which human nature has found 
intolerable. 

The Handbook points out that, like our own 
overcrowtled penitentiary in Missouri, much of the 
Ohio prison has no plumbing. It says the dormito- 
ries at Columbus are among the worst in the country. 
The mess halls are too small for all the people who 
seek to enter. The schoolrooms need renovation and 
repairs, and few of the shops come up to modern 
standards in constructjon and upkeep. ‘hen, says 
the Handbook:

The second striking characteristic of this pris- 
on is the idleness. Not only are the shops old, but 
they are overcrowded. Even so, there is not 
enough work for the large. population, and from 
1200 to 2000 men are on the idle list. Idleness 
is made more conspicuous here than in mngny 
prisons by the use of the “idle room,” in which 
hundreds of men spend their days sitting on 
benches in absolute idleness, under the eyes of 
guards. This is better than keeping unassigned 
men_in their cells, or in the dark and crowded 
dormitories; but no state should tolerate either 
condition. The degenerating effect of idleness 
needs no comment, nor does the economic folly of 
supporting hundreds of able-bodied men in idle- 
ness. a

The Ohio prisdn was ripe for catastrophe. It was 
a volcano, bound in some way to blow its head . off. 
It has been a stench in the nostrils of men for years. 
Investigators for the Handbook of American Prisons 
and Reformatories found the officials of the prison 
underpaid and sometimes conniving at the escape of 
prisoners for bribes. Some years age there was an- 
other horror at the prison. A wooden dormitory- 
burned, with shocking loss of life when the -prisoners 
were unable to free themselves. A final graphic touch 
from the Handbook: 

A prison with a physical plant so bad and with 
idleness so prevalent cannot ve a really good 
morale unless extraordinary steps are taken to 
counteract their effects. It would require a thor- 
ough survey of this prison, made with entire free- 
dom from restriction, to determine to what ex- 
tent Ohio is reaping the fruits that may reason- 
ably be expected from conditions of grave over- 
crowding and idleness, and restricted space in an 
institution which has not grown away from the 


old ideas of penology to the degree that institu- 
tions have in many other states. : 


In 1926 the Handbook sharply criticised the Co- 
lumbus prison for medieval disciplinary methods, 
such as the cage in the punishment cell, a torture 
now seldom encountered in any other American 
prison. Investigators for thes Handbook say they 
were given less time by the prison officials really to 
investigate the prison than they were given by any 
other set of prison officials in the country. They 
were therefore unable fully to determine what th 
condition is. But they know now. | 

Meanwhile, prison populations in Great Britain are 
declining. In 16 years 27 penitentiaries upon the 
British Isles have been closed. It is a contrast which

HOW TO BEAT CONSOLIDATION. 
‘ Difficult at best, the consolidation plan for St. 
Louis and St. Louis County can be sent to certain 
“defeat by loading it up with such jokers as that 
proposed for the protection of the St. Louis County 
Water Co. The text of the recommendation made by 
a subcommittee to the City and County Metropolitan 
Development Committee ts us follows:- 


ia 

It is recommended that the metropolitan gov- 
ernment have authority (not necessarily exer- 
cised) to acquire, take over, own, manage and 
control as one unified system the municipally and 
privately owned waterworks systems now in ex- 

«istence in the metropolitan area. 

That the privately owned companies now in ex- 
istence in the metropolitan area may be acquired 
by agreement at a valuation determined by the 
Missouri Public Service Bommission, and unless 
acquired, in the meant there shall be no com- 
petition or duplication o nt facilities or serv- 
ice within the area now served by the present 
privately owned companies and the municipally 
owned plants for a period of 15 years. 


In other words, the city of St. Louis could not 
furnish communities in the county with cheap water 
from the municipal plant at Howard’s Bend because 


ter plant at more than $3,000,000 in excess of the 
valuation givén it by the State Commission would 
be estopped from making good the exploitation of the 
property and might find themselves holding the bag. 
The county communities are at this time free to 
buy water where they can buy it the cheapest, but 
this scheme proposes to tie them up with the county 


that would result from a swollen valuation. 

If the General Committee on Consolidation is really 
interested in creating a metropolitan area it will 
reject this and every other propésal to make the con- 
solidation the means of tying the people of St. Louis 
and Si. Louis County up with profiteers. St. Louis 
has had abundant testimony as to how this works 
out from the deliberations of the Transportation Sur- 
vey Commission. The presideht of the street railway 
sits on the commission, and whenever it. moves it 
is as if he directed it. For two years the commis- 
sion has devoted its time and strength to trying to 
get a franchise for the people who hope to exploit 
the street railway property. The proposal from the 
subcommittee to take care of the county water com- 
pany in the consolidation is a cut of the same cloth. 
The president of the company sold the joker to the 
commfttee, and he could not bave done better had 
he written the report himself. 

Neither the people of St. Louis nor those of St. Louis 
County are interested in the financial fortunes of the

deals with submarines, and con- 
tains a single article, No. 22. This 
article propounds the doctrine of 
“humanization” of submarine war- 
fare and says that the following 
are accepted as established rules 
of international law: 

“First, in their action with re- 
gard to merchant ships, subma- 
rines must conform to rules of in- 
ternational law to which surface 
vessels are subject; second, in par- 
ticular, except in case of persistent 
refusal to stop on being duly sum- 
moned, or of active resistance to 
visits and search, a warship, 
whether surface vessel or subma- 
rine, may not sink on render inca- 
pable of navigation a merchant 
vessel, without having first placed 
passengers and crew, and ship’s pa- 
pers in a place of safety. 

“For this purpose a ship’s boats 
are not regarded as a place of 
safety, unless the safety of passen- 
gers and crew is assured in the 
existing sea and weather conditions 
by the proximity of land or the 
presence of another vessel which 
is in the position to take them 
aboard. The high contracting par- 
ties invite all other Powers to ex- 
press assent to the above rules,” 

The fifth and: last part of the 
treaty deals with its duration and 


Article 23, specifies Dec. 31, 1936, 
as the terminal date, except that 
Part Four shall remain operative 


Articles, 3, 4, 5, 11 and the annex 
relating to aircraft carriers shall 
be effective for the same period as 
the Washington treaty. 

The article further states that 
unless the parties agree otherwise 
by reason of a more general agree- 
ment limiting naval armaments to 
which they are all parties, they 
shall meet again in 1935 tp frame 
a new treaty replacing an@ carry- 
ing out the purposes of the présent 
treaty, it being understood that 
none of the present provisions will 
prejudice any of them. 

Ratification is decreed by Article 
24 to be in accordance with the 
respective constitutional methods of 
the signatories, the ratifications to 
be deposited in London as B00n as 
possible. The treaty will come into 
force when the last of these ratifi- 
cations has been deposited. 

The rights and obligations of 
Part Three are limited to the 
United States, Great Britain and 
Japan, who will agree respecting 
the date and conditions under 
which the obligations of that part 
will bind them in relation to 
France and Italy, such agreement 
determining the obligation of 
France and Italy to the other three. 
According to Article 25, next to 
the final clause in the treaty, after 
all ratifications have been depos- 
ited, Great Britain will cOmmuni- 
cate Part Four to all nonsignatory 
Powers, inviting them to concur in 
it, this being the section relating 
to humanization of submarines. 
The present treaty, in accordance 
with Article 26, will be in the keep- 
ing of the British Government, cer- 
tified copies to be transmitted to 
the other signatories.

WASHINGTON, April 22.— Ali 
foreign competitive goods made by 
forced or indentured labor would 
be barred from entry into the 
United States under a compromise 
reached today by Congressional 
conferees on the tariff bill. 

The Senate amendment prohibit- 
ing entry of all articles mined or 
manufactured abroad by forced 
labor after Jan. 1, 1932, was re- 
vised to apply only to goods in 
competition with American prod- 
ucts. ' 

“In no case,” the agreement 
adopted reads, “shall such pro- 
visions be applicable te goods, 
wares, articles or merchandise s0 
mined, produced or manufactured 
which are not mined, produced or 
manufactured in such quantities in 
the United States as to meet the 
consumptive demands of the 
United States.” 

The Senate provision lberalizing 
present restrictions on importztion 
of foreign literature regariied as 
seditious or obscene by placing in 
the Federal courts instead of cus- 
toms Officials the power to pass 
final judgment on entry was 
among the changes approved.

A self-defense plea won acquit- 
tal yesterday for Eugene M. Den- 
ny, proprietor ofa cleaning and 
dyeing establishment, jointly in- 
dicted with his brother, Clovis, for 
manslaughter in the fatal shooting 
of Joseph Michaelson last Uhrist- 
mas eve.

“On the night of the shooting, | 
Michaelson asked me to come to 
his room, 3940 Page boulevard, 
and to bring his pistol which he 
had left at the cleaning establish- 
ment.” Denny testified. “Clovis 
and I went together. As we walked 
in I started to hand Michaelson 
the package containing the weap- 
on. He greeted us by shooting 
Clofis vith another pistol which 
he had in his hand. 

“I dropped the package and 
grappled with Michaelson. He got
